WASHINGTON, June 8.— A long 
step toward placing railroads under 
"one master instead of many” 
was 
t a k e n by the supreme court in up­ 
holding th** power of the inter-state 
commerce commission to strike down 
state rates that discriminate against 
inter-state commerce. 
Tho court said in substance 
that 
Hie Minnesota and other recent state 
la ses in 
which the railroads lost. 
might have been decided -otherwise 
had the roads gone to the commis­ 
sion for relief instead of tho courts. 
Tho decision was announced by Jus­ 
tice Hughes, 
Justices 
Pitney 
and 
lair ton dissenting. 
The case arose 
(*ut of complaint by Shreveport ( La. > 
merchants that tile Texas railroad 
commission had 
shut them out of 
all Texas business by compelling tho 
railroads to reduce Texas rates far 
below what the inter-state commerce 
commission 
allowed 
Hie 
railroads 
running from Shreveport to Texas 
* Hies to charge. The court first de­ 
rided that congress had power 
to 
control lnter-atate charges over an 
Inter-state carrier to the extent nec­ 
essary to prevent Injurious discrim­ 
inations 
against 
inter state traffic 
and then held that, congress had con­ 
ferred this power upon the Inter­ 
state commerce commission. 
“ It is of the essence of the power 
to regulate Inter-state commerce that 
where It exists, it dominates,'’ said 
Justice Hughe*. 
“Tho fact that car­ 
riers are Instruments of intra-state 
commerce as well as of Inter-state 
commerce, doe* not derogate from 
the complete and paramount authori­ 
ty of congress over the latter or pre­ 
clude the federal power from boln« 
exerted to prevent the Intra state op­ 
erations of such carriers from being; 
made a 
means 
of 
Injury to that. 
which has been confided to federal 
care. 
W h en e v e r the inter-state and 
intra-state transactions 
of 
carriers 
are so related that the government 
of the one Involves the control of tho 
oilier it is congress and not 
th** 
State that Is entitled to prescribe tho 
final and dominant rule. for other­ 
wise congress would be denied 
tho 
exercise of Its constitutional authori­ 
ty and the state, and not the nation, 
would bo supreme within the nation­ 
al field.”
